affairs for a long time, unto that one King of herce countenance, An- 
riochus Epiphanes, at lalt riſing out of one of them, whoſe wicked a&t-= 
ings againlt the Church of the Jews, is ſhewed ſhould be ſhcrt, and his 
death terrible towards the end of that 8, chap, 

In chip. 9g. Dame! hada third Viſion of the. 70 weeks of. years, 
tit| Chritt had finiſhed his work of Redemption, -and confirmed the 
Covenant with many, both Jews and Gentiles, for that wime,. . 

But hi: fourth and laſt V:fi-n, -chap. 10. 11. 12, ſets forth before 
him again the Perſian, the Greek, and the Roman Kingdoms, with the. 
beginning of Chrilts' Monarchy; yet chiefly in the Lt chap. he ſpeaks 
of the inte{tine wars, and thercby the decaying of the Kingdome of 
Grecia under two principal heads of Eg ype and Syr1a, called the Kings 
of the South and North, mutually battering down each other, and yet 
both cf them ſadfy oppreſſing *he poor Fews that lay between them,from 
©. 4, to 21, and frem thence to 26, is let down a mote full diſcription of 
that- vile and wicked Amiochuw £piphanes, before the Roman Kingdom 
took place, who at laſt was. ſaid to come out of one of the four heads, 
chap. 8. 9. being that wicked Ittle horn, [that probably may well be 
reckoried as # type of the great Amiichrilt] in whaſe ruine the Gre. 
cian Kingdome, and Javars rage together ended, 

Now after the brief corfideration of theſe Viſions, I (hatl endes- 
your in” ſuch a faid Parallel, reſpeRing the 4th and 5th Mcnarchy in 
Daniel, according as our bicfſ-d Saviour by his divine wiſdom hath 
been pleaſed toopen and fet them down for the uſe of his Chriſtian

49. to the'end of the Book, which,our Saviour in a, man- 
ner, more ſuitable to the Chriſtian Churches excellency, ſets forth, as 
coming out of Heaven from God, Ryv; 21. which he ſhewed to Saint 
John, was toſucceed upon-the deſtruction of Antichriſt ard his Com- 
plices tn the Armageddon Battel, chap, 19.11, to the end, when ſo great 
Joy had been, w. 6, 7, for that Brides making ready of Jews and Gen- 
tiles, ſo largely celebrated in the beginning of- that Chapter, The like 
* I may briefly hint of Chrifs Spouſe , in that Song of Songs which (as 
Mr. Cotton judicioully obſerves ) all along to be Prophetical to the cal- 
ling of the Jews, with the Gentiles more abundant coming in at their 
rifing, (as the Prophets phraſe is) F/. 60. 3, 4, 5,6, &c. and whoſe 
fulneſs ſhall be the greatelt riches of the Gentiles, Row, r1, 12, which 
Spouſe wilt then in the New-Jeruſalem, Rev. 21, be the Lambs Wife, 
in that holy City where ſhe and Chriſt will be made perfe& in one, and 
cnz m:mber with another , who ſince the Apolſiles, believed through 
their Word, tilf all theſc ſhould ſo be perfeR,'( as our Saviour prayed ) 
John 17, 20, 21, 23, rhat then in the time of the New- Jeruſalem, the 
whole world might both belieye and know that God had ſenthim into 


the world, when his glory in his Kingdom on Earth ſhould be ſo emi-- 


nenfly ſet up there ; which Kingdomat his death he willed to tha ( as 
a-Legacy) or birth-right, with his Fathers Conſent and Grant(the Apo- 
Rles being Witneſles thereto) as v. 24. of the ſame Chapter , that they 
might all-have their part with him there,and that (as our bleſſed Saviour

Thus having briefly given you an Account of this my poorendeayour 
for the benefit of faithful Chriſtians, and for the greater evidence and 
clearneſs of theſe (amongſt many ) (o little believed myſteries of ſuch 
Chriſts coming to begin the Judgment, and ſuch manner of his raiſing up 
the Saints in the time of his ſaid viſible glorious Kingdom on Earth in 
the. thouſand years : I ſhall endeavour bythe further affiftance of his 
Grace and Spirit, and by the evidence of his Sacred Word of Truth,

1664, in 
the Fore-runxer , are (as it were) an A, B.C, for ſome Chriſtians to- 
earn to ſpell.out the m:aning of the ſubltance of things contained in 
that Book. of the Rgvelations, which were to comes, So may the fol- 
lowing ſhort Abridgment of the Vitions of Dame! be for this Book, 
when they come to be- a little acquainted with-it ; and by the help of 
both which together, I hope by Gods bleſſing both great clearneſs of the 
truth, and of the neceſſity of the ſubſtance of the D>@trine of Chrifts 
Kingdom upon earth, may unto many ſorts of men ipue time be unde- 
niably mad: evident, to be ſuch Divine Truth. as is both profitable and 
nece{hry ,. appearing ſo infallibly and tirongly grounded upon both thoſe 
Divine and bleſſed Books of holy Scripture , which being once rightly 
underſtood, will manifett thym to be ( as indeed they are ) the ſure key 
for the right opening of many other Prophetical Scriptures in the Old 
Teſtament, and ſundry ether pertinent Texts in the New , which-other- 
wiſe are httle rightly underſtood by moſt ſorts of men.

N the ſecond Chapter, Nebuchadzez.zar a Gentile ( as Mr, Mede ob» 
ſerves) had in a dream repreienced unto hum a greai Image, ſhad- 
dowing forth-t e four worldly Mcnarchies; the fir{t of which was 
his own Ca/dean Kingdom, wh:reof he was the head of gold, to 
contirue after him in 2 v#/merodack his Son, and Be/ſhazzar |:is gran. - 
child, unto which was then io luccecd the breaft and arms of filver,b-gun 
by Darin, and ſoon'after "by £ yr%s 1n the Monarchy of the -Medes 
and Perſians; towhich ſucceed the third of braſs, as Damclexpound- 
ed, namely, the Grecian I'mpire, be.un in Alexander the Great; and 
the fourth after thar, of roy, (ironger cen all the former, breaking a)l 
the other to pieces, namely, the Roman, of long <comivuanceunder many 
forms of -Goverrment, but eſpecially long in the feet and toes there» 
of, all the Popes time, with the ten/ c: owned horns, as appeared more 
to- Daniel a Jew, Chap; 7, untowhich the Kingdome which the God 
of heaven wouldſet up in the: Stone 'cut cut of the mountain with= 
oat hands, ſhould ſucceed, which ſhould never be deltrr yed, but ſhould 
break in pieces and contume the four former Kingdc-ms, and then be-

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and-4 Rjngd2m, that all People, Nations and Languages Ghoul ſerve 
him; and his Dominion is ani everlafting Dominion, which ſhall act paſs 
away , anJhis Kingdom that which ſhall not be deftroyed, as the 
little Horns or Beaſts was, v. 21, 22, who made war with the Saints, and 
prevailed acainfſt them,as Rev, r 3. but yet opely un'il the ancient of days

"Viſion concerning the ſecond and third Oppreflurs ot the Fews, after the 


times of the Chaldrays werecut , namely, of the Ram of Per/ia, and 
the He-Goat of Grecra ſucceflively, until the 1:ſt period of the Grecian 


*Perſecutior, called the time of the end, and the laſt end of the indigna- 


tion; by the Angel Gabriel, v. 17,19, & 20,21, now the Rams, or Fer- 
ſian Kings two Horns, were the K:ngdoms of Media and Perfie, azainſt 
whom the He- Goat of Grecia came ſofwiftly, that he is ſaid not to touch 
the ground, or none in the earih touched him ;* but in his chollar came 
cloſe tothe Ram, and caſt him down, and famped -upon him ; ard that 
-notible Horn between his eyes, appears to be' Alexander the Great, 
whom Stories report-not to have been willing to take any offers of Peace, 
or tearms of Agreement, or tenders of Marriage with the Perſi«n Kirgs 
Daughter, but with indignation rezeRed all, ſaying, The World could 
not endure two Soveraigns, or chief Kings ; but when he was ſtrong, 
he was broken ; and after fix years, his Four ſaid Commanders, called 
four notable Horns, v. 8, came in'his room , aid out of one of them, 
namely , Seleuchus Nuzanor , by deſcent came that little. Horn' which 
waxed exceeding great towards the South, and towards the Eaft, and to- 
wards the pleaſant Land ; which little Horn was Antiochne F piphanes, 
who grew great towards Eg ypr, and towards the Eaſt, where the PTerſfiay 
Ram aroſe ; and towards the pleaſant Land, where his rage was greatly 
manifeſt, v, 16, 1 1, 13. againſt the Jews, who by reaſon of encreaſe of 
tranſgreſfions, had power given him to aſfli& them greatly , and do ma- 
ny hainous things againſt their Laws and V Vorſhip, magnifying himſelf 
againſt the Prince of the Hoſt , ſo that by his means tbe daily Sagrifice 
was taken away , and the place of Gods SanAtuary was calt down, fr the 
(hoc of Two thouſand three hundred Mornipgs and-Eveyings, or One 
ouſand one hundred and fifty natur'll { ays ; or, as [ome take them, for 
the wholenumber of dayes., which make up Six years , three months, 
and twenty dayes, which is conceived t begin, when 4denclaw revolted 
| | to 
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to Gentiliſm , and many wicked Apoſtates with him ; as firſt of Ma- 
chab, 1, 12. whereupon Gods 1emple and Worthip was contemned 
and neglected, and people revalted, as 2 Mach, 4,12,to 18, which A- 
poſtafie began in 142 year of the Greek Empire, and continued to the 
148th year thereof , and the 11thof Antiochws, 1 Mac. 4. 52, though 
the extremity 1a Antioch own Reign , was bat half the time, which 
ſeemeth more conſonant to Daziels Prophekie , Evenings and Mornings 
ſi.nitying natural days, a$ in the Creation ; and though his wickedneſs 
proſpzred for a time, ver, 26, yet after that ſhort time hz was broken 
without hands, being {tricken with a loathſome diſeaſe , dyed miſerab! y 
thereof , as ſeems very probable from 2 Mac, g. 5, 28, thouth beſides 
this, afurth:r myſterie ſeems to be intendedin this Sccipture, namely, 
the Jews lat Reltauration at the end of the 2 300 years, from the begin- 
ning of Nebichadnez.z,ar in the Perf tn Monarchy , and all the time 
of the Grecian and Roman, th Chriils appearance, as atterivard; we 
ſhall endeavour to ſhew, 

Again, chap. g. in the firſt year of Darizs the Mede, Daniel under- 
Randing by Books, v:z,, from the Prophetic of Feremiah of the Seven- 
ty years of the Captivity of the Jews in Babylon, as is recorded Jer, 25, 
I 2, and 29. 10, Which then drew towards an end ; he (et himſelf by 
prayers, ſupplications, and fattings with ſack-cloth and aſhes, to ſeek 
Gods face for himſelf and his pe-ple, », 4. 20, whereupon at the tine 
of the Evening-Oblation, the Angel Gabrie/ came again ſwiftly flying, 
and touched him, and made known unto Daxte! what (hcul-i be done by 
Gods determinate counſel, after ſeventy Weeks of years, that is 490 
years, upon his people, and the holy City Jeruſalem, to finiſh trarſyreſ. 
fion, and to make an end of fins, and to make reconciliation for iniquity, 
and to bring 1n everlaſting rightecuſneſs, and to ſeal the Viſion and Pro- 
pheſie, and to annoint the Moſt Holy , v, 21, 24, fo that theſeventy 
years ſuffering in bondage, ſhonld not onely be recompenced with the 
building of the City, which ſhould remain ſeven times ſeventy years, 
but ſhould haye thoſe glorious Mercies of Mercies to b2 acc mpliſhed in 
the Meſſi1h ,- which made the bzauty of that ſecond Houſe much more 
glorious then the firft built by King So/omon, 

Which myltical ſetting them down, though prophane perſons neither 
underſtood nor regarded, yet Gods faithful ſervants thit would ſearch in- 
to them, might find them ſuitable to th*ir Jubilies and Prophetical days, 
and he comforted in them, as by Gods Or:cles, rather then if it had been 
plainly ſaid, after 490 years, inv, 25, the former whole number of

And thongh this Fourth Tyrant over the Jes was'to continue Tong in 
the ſeveral Heads of that State, and the Pope is the 8th or of the 91h,and 
alſo that Turkiſh State over the Jews ; yet when Gods” people ſhall be 
raiſed from the duſt of diſperſion and bondage, both Pope and Turk will 
at once be deſtroyed, and caft into the fireams of Fire and Brimſtone,,.

times wherein either the Apoſtles and other faithful Miniſters of the Go- 
ſpel, by thei: travel*, and preaching, and diſperſions, and perſecutions, 
and ſuch like means (then) were ſucceſsfully infirumental . to cauſe the 
knowledge and profeſſion of the Goſpel of Chriſt to abound,xer* 6Zoxy 
andby an Emphaſis called Knowleds; being n: t onely the principal, but 
the onely neceflarything to be known by all men: Or elſe, that many 
that by ſuch means took up the Profeſſion of the Goſpel , having onely 
the light and the knowleag thereof , but not the Grace of the Goſpel, 
might for a'time haſten to take up that Profeſſion ; but by tentations and 
perſecutions, be as haſly to run away from the owning of that Profetlion, 
according to the changes and turnings of the Affairs of thoſe Primative 
times, 

And the ſecond Note- or CharaQer 1s more clear ( which likewiſe 
eive; further evidence to this) in that it is of the times ſucceeding thofe 
primative times, ſtamped with a very evident mark to diſcover them, 
namely, Antichriſts time, times and half a time, or dividing of a time, 
as in Rev, 12.

The Parallel between Danzels Vifions and 
the Book of the Revelations of Jeſus Chriſt, 
which is meerly a Divine, Myſtical Comment 
or Expoſition of the two laſt Monarchies, viz. 
the Roman Monarchy and Chriſts : from the 
time the Revelation took place: and firlt of 
the Parallel, of what concerns the Roman 
Monarchy in both Daniel and Revelation. 


N order unto which (aid Parallel, we muſt take notice, that the 
oreate(t part of the Revelations of Jeſus Chrilt from the beginning 

of the firlt chapter, ſetting forth the glorious perſon, whom then 
7ohn (av, who (as he calls himſelf afterward, and ) appears to be 
the « + & therein, in whoſe ſecond comeing the Prophelies reſpet- 
ing that Monarchy, are to be fulfilled and compleated, being then to be 
utterly and for ever deſtroyed, and to go into perdition, as Rev, 17 
is faid; from which period he will ſet up his own Kingdom, as chapt. 
20, and ſo forward, except what. is ſpoken briefly from v. 14. of 
Chap, 11, of the Revelation, to the end of it; where is ſet down 8 
bbs da | ſhort 
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ſhort Abridgment of the ſtate of the World, - and the Church, after 
the ſeventh Trumpet begins to ſound :  onely many incouragements are 
intermixt all along for all ſorts of faithful, tuffering Chritttans, from 
the promiſes and encouragements, referring. to the thouſand years, 
enſuing the ſounding of the ſev<nth Trumpet, which promules and 10- 
couragemzats are eithzr contained in the fi-ft Vihon, relpecting the 
times then preſent, or palt, tothe end of the third chapter, concern- 
ing the ſeven Churches of Aſia, then in being ; or thoſe that were 
to come in the fcllowing Viſions from the 4th and 5thChapters; which 
Viſions are contained firſt in the Seal-Propheſiz, chapters 6, 7 8, 9. 
andin the 11th frcom v. 14 tothe end of that © haptet : In the 6th 
chapter, are the firſt, ſecond, third, fourth, fifth and fxth Seals con- 
tained, which laſt ſets forth the Dragons caſting down from his hea- 
ven of Pagan ſh worſhip, to the earth : whereupon after the ſealing 
cf the firſt 14400 in the Eaſtern parts, chap. 7, which were to a- 
riſe there and be delivered from ſpiritual ruine ( as chap. g. 4. ) by 
HMahumetan impoliures under the two firſt woe- Trumpets, chap. 9. 
with the decyphering the innumerable companies of all nations to a- 
riſe in the Church” zfter the ſounding of the 7th Trumpet, in thoſe 
peaceable times, with palms in their hands, Then in the beginning 
of the 8th chapter, is the opening «cf the 4th ſeal , out of which all 
the ſeyen Angels with their ſeven Trumpets,proceed : and after inter- 
ceſſion made by the Angel of the Covenant for the faithful ſufferers 
under the four firſt Trumpets which blew out wrath , for the mot 
part upon the Weſtern Empire, till he that letted the coming of An+ 
tichriſt thre, namely, the Weſtern Emperour was taken out of the 
way, 1 Thef, 2, 7, By the incurſions of the Barbarous Nations, ſo 
making way for the. man of fin, and ſo by degrees to end that Em- 
pirethere : Then in the two firlt woe-Trumpets , (as we noted'before) 
was brought on the like wrath, or rather much worſe, in bringing in 
that woful Mahumetan impoſture by the Saracens and Turks (in chap, 
9.) upon the Eaſtern Empire (as before upon the Weſtern) both for their 
former cruel Perſecutions of the Saints, and their Antich:iftian Idolatries 
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+ And ifter thoſe Antichrifiian Abominations had been ſo long advan- 
ced in the Weſt under the Man of Sin, and his Ten Crowne Horus, in 
the time of divers Trumpets, but. eſpecially the two firſt ſaid Wo- | rum- 
pets, under that two-fold Beaſt, by new-coined Paganiſm and Id fatty, 
under a ſeeming Chrittian diſguiſe ; The Dragon atter his furmer calt- 
ing down to the Earth under the {t1xth Seal ( having given his Power, and 
Seatzand great Authority to the ſaid two-fold Beatt; there are ſeven An- 
gels, having ſeven Golden Vials filled wi h the Wrath of Almighty 
God, prepared to pour them out to the ſaid Beaſts deſtruction, under 
the ſecond Wo. Trumpet, and beginning of the 3d Chap. 15, & 16, 
whereupon the Kingdoms of the World become the King.tc ms of our 

Lcd and of his Chritt, Chap. 11. 165. and Chap, 20.

Now what we read to be recorded of the Rowan Empire in Dame!s 
Viſions , is ſometimes ſet down more generally , and ſometimes more 
particularly, as ſeemed good to the Spirit of God to make them known 
to him for the benefit of his'Church then, and for the better and more 
orderly, application of what was there more darkly delivered to Danivt, 
to what our Lord Jeſus Chrift hath more fully ( though myſtically ) re- 

vealed to St. John. his beloved Diſciple, for his Chrittian Church to thz 
end of the ſaid Empire, we ſhall. { by Gods gracious aſlitance) endea-+ 
vour to proceed in the enſuing order,

inz a Child of four years old, as the Stories applied to the 13 and 17 
ye:(es in the Abridgment, makes to appear ; and therefore afterwards 
the Romans in'v. 18, are called the Prince , and a& afterwards againſt 
Antiochus the Great, | on their own behalf ; ] and to take away ithote re- 
proxches he had calt upon them, Vide Abridgment, v, 18, Butin v.30, 
the Ships of Chrrtim, thatis, the Romans Navy , as was prophelied by 
Balaim, Numb 24, 24. C..ne 2gainlt Antiochns the Vile, by the appez- 
rance whereof before Alexanaria, he was forced away ; which was the 
ancient mark for the Jews to know their laſt Oppreſſor was ax hand,under 
the Tiile cf the Ships of Chirtim; ſo conquering that Adverſary at 
preſent , vide Abridgment, Bur after Arntiochus the Vile nad perfect- 
ed his outragicus wickedneſs againſt the Jews, by reaſon of tranſgreſſions, 
chap, 8. 27, until Javaxs rage ended, as in the latter endof y. 35. 

Atthe 36 ver, the Spiritof God entitles the Romans , of whom he 
there ſpeaks, and deſcribes th2m by | the King; ] Not now with limitation 
(as before) to North or.Scuth, or any other Quarter, but abſolutely[ 7 he 
King] to whom belonged the ſaid Ships of Chittim before, v. 30, Now 
having obtained the Soveraignty which was to continue until the indig- 
nation of God againſt'the Jews was ended, ver: 36, Chap. g, 27. So 
that now he began to exalt hiniſelf above every god, as he did eminently 
till Chriſt was born; and then ſpake marvellous things againft the God of 
gods, by his Authority blaſpheming, rezeRing, killing the Son of God ; 
the Stories whereof are contained in the Goſpels, and that time thoſe 
things were ated, and before the Revelation was given; yet the Spirit 
of God leads Damet by Reps to ſet forth in ſuch manner the riſe, and 
ſuch proceedings of the Rewan Monarchy, till then, &c.

and that determined ſhall be pcured vpcn the Deſolate, by that 12ſt Op- 
preſſor, to periſhfor ever: Or by ſuch as were to bring on his perditi= 
on in the Fifth and Sixth\Trumpets, viz. The Saracens and Turks, Re- 
vel, 9. chap, namely, as Daz, 11. 40, 41. The Sarzcens by puſhing at 
his Borders about the times of the Holy Wars (ſo called ) and th:

Again, chap, 7. whereas the three preceding Kingdoms are ſet forth 
by ſeveral Beaſts ; firft, the Ca/dean by its Lyon-like Rrength , and. by 
Its proud high-ſoaring Eagles wings , before they were pluckt, and it 
m :de to ſtand on the feet as a man,v.4. 2dy, The Perſian by a ravenous 
devcuring Bear , with three ribs in the mouth, of Babylon, Media and 
Perſia, ver. 5, 3d/y, The Grecian by a Leopard , ſift to ſnatch the 
prey; with four Wings upen the back , and four heads, under which it 
ſheuld afterwards rule, v. 6, But the 4th, 11z., the Roman Monarchy, 
Danicl ſaw in the night Vitions, a Monttrous, Myſterious Beaſt , divers 
trc m all others; it was exceeding dreadful, terrible and irong, and it had 
ereat Iroz; teeth, ard devoured, and brake in pieces, and ftamped the re- 
fidue in pieces with thefeet ; wherein is compriſed the ſeven Heads of 
Govetrment, Kev. 17, With the Naylesof Braſs (the Seoate ) deftroy- 
ed by the Fourth Trumpet, Rev, 8, all of them beſore the 81h, which

7. but all ſuch tens wherein the 
Roman Power before confiſted, as that Dicemvirate,till the Twelve Ta- 
bles of their Lvws were compoſed , the Decuriones, or Commanders of 
Tens, ten of which were put under the Rowan Centurions , conſiſting 
of Ten times ten, and (o of all greater numbers of Ten ; and the Ten 
Provinces, before rhey were crowned Horns, and all Rowen Power un- 
der the number of Ten, aSin their tories is obſervable ; of which it 
might be ſaid it had ten Horns, And it is obſervable, that Dame! ch. 2. 
34, 41 42z 43. deſcribes it , thatthe feet and toes thereof were mix- 
ed with Myrie Clay; which are the ſame with the ten Horns crowned in 
the Popes time, which had much weakneſs in them , and could not mix 
themſelves with the Seed of men ; and they were fo diſtinguiſhed from 
ſuch former trength of the Rowans, in that they were the laſt and the 
loweſt part in that Image to help (as was ſaid) for a time to make that 
Beaſt ſtand, or go on the feet, as the ten toes thereof , though mixed 
with Myrie Clay; and with theſe ten Horns or Toes , the little Horn 
which Dame! obſerved, came up amongſt them, or behind them , at one 
hour with them, as 18 explained Rev, 17, before whom there were three 
of the firſt Horns plucked up by the Roots, viz, ſaith Mr, Mede , the 
Lumbards, Franks and Greeks ; which Horn had eyes as a man, and a 
mouth ſpeaking great things ; and that , ſaith Dan, chap, 7, 25. againſt 
the Molt High 57 blaſphemies and wicked errors ]and did think to change 
times and laws,and have the Saints given into his hands for a time,times, 
and the dividing of a time, or 42 months, Kev, 1 3, Day, 12, 6. 

Againin chap. 11.v. 36. Dame! deſcribes the proud Uſurpation, 
Blaſphemy and Tyranny of the Romar Monarcky , before Antichrifts 
time, and in his time, v. 37, 38, 3 9. he more eſpecially ſpeaks of his 
nele& of the true God, and his Inſtitution of Marriage , with all his 
errorsin both reſpects, with his Pride, Idolatry, and falſe Worſhip, his 
wicked Uſurpations and Perſecutions, to 2dvance his Creatures to ho- 
nor his Br God, anddo all for the advancing of his Wa:ldly de- 
figns, and outward glory. 

Now in all theſe deſcriptions of the nature and qualities of the Rs- 
man Monarchy, both from its riſe under the firſt Heads of Government 
by Kings , Conſuls, Tribunes, Decemvires, DiRators, Ceſars, five of 
which were paſſed in a few years ; but even in them, and mere in the 
two longeſt and laſt , have thoſe quafities deciphered"in oeneral, been 
very obſervable in their (irength, pride, blaſphemy , tyranny, idolatry, 
perſecution of Jews and Gentiles, and aQings againſt the God of gods, 
2s was hinted before in the eAbridgment , but might largely out of the 
Stories of them, be ſetforth both _ Heathen and Chriſtian go 
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before and ſince the Reve/arzon was given, by Jeſug Chriſt ; but chiefly, 
fince their doings have been ebay the Evangdlifts in the Goſpels, 
- andthe Apoflles in all the New. TeRtament;.andabovel in Chritts in- 
fallible Prophefies concerning.the Aﬀairs of the Rowan, Monarchy in 
the greateſt part of the Book cf Revelations ; for after the Ronoans 
were at their height under the Empzrors , belides their Tyranny over 
the known parts of* the world ;' what perſecutions were railed by, thei 
Emperors againli the primative Chriſtians, executed in ſuch Savage and 
mexpreſſible tortures all along ip the, primagive times under moſt of 
the Seals, thoſe ages that ſuffered under them, have.bad ſad experience, 
which hath ſince under the Trumpets, procured that wrath of - God up=- 
on the Empire both Eaſt and Weli , that hath long ſince extinguiſhed 
the Power ad Authority of the Romdn Emperouts, - And though fince 
that Roman Antichcift the Pope , , of the. ſame. fierce, tyrannoys and 
wicked niature and qualities, by the, Dragons. Aſſignment did wind him 
ſelf ſibtilly into their place, under a Chriſtian Viſor to ſet up his new 
formed Idolatry ; yet he hath ſhewed himſelf :their Succetilor in his 
kind , in their wicked and abominable proceedings , as well as io place,, 


2s the large Comments witneſs, that have been made by his perſecuti=. 


ons, as the Writers of them teftifie, according to, what our. Sayiour fore- 
ſhewed,; Rev, 13, & 17, of the Popes making War with the Saints,and 


the Whores drunkenneſs with their-blood, and making the World, and. 


the Kings of the Ezrth drunk with the Cup of her ſpiritual Fornications, 
and bewitching them with her Sorceries in ſuch. an evident manner , as 
that th2 MyReries of her iniquities are now in large Charadters ſo legi- 
ble to the whole Chriſtian World, and have been many ages , that as 
the Prophets Viſions of old, who ſo runneth may read them; and that in 
the long continued ſeries of many hundreds of years paſt , and which 
makes the horrid wickedneſs of .theſe Antichriſtians ſo much the more 
abominable, that under the Name of Chrift, they have all along fought 
:g2inſt Chriſt, while ſuch horrid wickedneſles of all ſorts have been var- 
niſhed over with pretences of Chriſtianity, Piety-and Charity, whereby. 
they are the more ripened for heavier Judgments than fell_upon their 
Heatheniſh Predeceflors, which could not be guilty of their\bypocriſie 


and fighting againſt God and Chriſt in his Saints , in ſo abundant clear- 
neſs of light, againſt all convition of; Conſcience ; ſo that whether we. 


confider the nature and quality of the. Rowan Monarchy in general , or 
their ſeveral Heads, paſſing in oxder to Antichrifis (the Popes) forty two

Fifchly , Ir remains that we obſerve what Damel informs. us of the 
extent and larveneſs of the Roman Monarchy , which ( as he obſerved ) 
had the firength of Tron to beat jn pieces all other Metals, chap. 2. and 
that of all che B*afts it wasmoſt dreadful, terrible and Rirange, _—_— 
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and tear it down, and break it in pieces ; ſo.it bath appeared, in ations 
accordingly, as in part themed the Abridgment, and Stories may 
at large manifeſt, till.it grew.toits height in Aug»/tus his time, when he 
Decteed dwoyogpetu wagar Thy exupteny , That all the world ſhould 
be taxed by his Authority, that is, ſofar as his power extended, and as 
far, in. a manner, as we.read the Apofiles went their cirevits in publiſh- 

ing the Goſpcl.to Jews or Gentiles, And as the former Monarchies.ſub- 
" duirs thoſe they lucceeded, entred upon their Dominions ,. and joined 
them to their own, as the Perſian Bear had the three Ribs cf Babylon, 
Media ard Perſia, in his mouth ; ſo the Gregzan much of the Perſian, 
together with, its own; though many Limbs and Parts remained of them 
after their greateſt breakings, as Dame! alſo ſpeaketh , their Lives were 
prolonged for a time and ſeaſon, chap. 17. 12. So when the Roway, 
of all others the ſtrongeli, terribleſt and hierceſt, came upon the Stage to 
a& its part, beſides its own nature ſo rapacious and cruel,it had advantage 
after all , to make uſe of all the broken parts of the former Three, a- 
bove any before it ; and therefore ſo proudly and cruelly triumphed c- 
ver their ruinous Rates on all parts, on Eaſt, and South, and North , and 
after, and above all, extendedits Dominions very far in the Weſt like- 
wile,even ad. toto div1ſo7 Orbe Britannes, to theſe furtheft known Brutifh 
Iſlands, and in thoſe known parts of the World of - Afia , Africa and 
Emnrope, was the ſpreading of the Goſpel by the Apoliles , inſo many 
Countreys mentioned in their Writings, whoſe boundary ſhewed them 
to be the Rowan Empire (in a manner) and. the encouraging alſo after- 
ward the profeſſion thereof in Eaſt and Weſt, by Conſtautine the Great, 
when he threw down Idolatry, and ſet up, and encouraged Chriſtianity 
in all the Empire. And this alſo is further manifeſt by what bath been 
ſince taken away by the Saracens and Turks after his time , from thoſe 
Ryman Dominions ; beſides the conſiderations: of thoſe many Con- 


queſts the Romans obtained, till they came to the height, about our Sa- \ 


viours life-time, / as in.the Aþbridgment in part is ſet down. ) wheace it is 
manifeſt up-wgall the ſaid conſiderations, that the Rawarn Monarchy . was 
of the largeſt Wrrent cf .all the other, and therefore by that Emperors 
command: , the whole World was ſaid to be taxed.

Sixthly , And ſo we proceed tothe laſt ep, or period of 0ur Pa- 
rallel of Damels Prophefie, and the Book of Revelations, as reſpeRing 
what they ſay jointly of the end, ruine and deftruſtion of the Romany 
Monarchy ; and firtt for the ruine of the Beaſt, chap.

formerly had ; yet God was pleafed to uphold that unworthy people in 
their low condition divers hundreds of years, until the Tyranny of three 
great Oppreſſors, zz, the Perſiaxs, Greeks and Romaxs , till his timfof 
Shiloh his coming, whea that blefled promiſed Seed of the Woman, that 
Seed of Abrabam,Tſaac and}acob,in whom allNations ſhould be bleſſed; 
that off-ſpring of David according to the fleſh, ſhould rt: our narure 
upon him from a pure Virgin, being conceived by the Holy Ghoſt, and 
in all other particulars foretold and promiſed to be the Great Meſſiah, at 
that appointed time to come and take upon him ſo wonderfully and holi- 
ly the humane nature, that he might therein fulfit all righteouſneſs, make 
attonement for iniquity; and bring ineverlaſting righteouſneſs, &c, Dax. 
9.24, And becauſe neither Mercies nor Pumſhments wroughtin any ſui- 
table meaſure upon thaſe that were reduced ; but rather they grew for 
the moſt part worſe and worſe , and did but more fill up the meaſure of 
their wickedneſs, by abuling of ſuch wonderful merciesfrom firſt to laſt, 
even ſo that they, with their Rulers, again(t all light and conviction, 
would joyn in killing that Lord of Life that ſo wonderfully came- in- 
to, and lived in the World to ſave their ſonls; and therefore they have 
ſeemed almoſt ever hnce to have had ſo much a worſe Captivity and 
ſcittering throughout the World, and ſo much the more heavy wrath 
lying upon them, than before , and ſeem more like to be given up to a 
reprobate ſenſe, till the end of the Indignation , ( as it is ſeveral times 
called, Dan.

2. when he had ſet a ſurnmary of Nebuchadrexxars dream 
before him, in v.33. he proceeds to the Fourth Metal , figuring the 
Fourth or Rowan Monarchy, wherein were the legs of !ron, and feet and 1”. 
toes part of Iron, and part of Clay ; and in the two next ver. he minds” 
him of the confuſion cf all thoſe Kingdoms ſet forth by the four ſeve- 
ral Metals (though it was along time to come) and therefore he tells him,

fore his coming ; yet when he came into the World every way won 
derful, in Conception, Birth, Life, Dotine, Miracles ; yea, before, 
in,and after his death ; yet was he not by the Great Ones, or the moſt, 
or wiſeſt, or legrnedeſt of men either owned or received : But even 
then, though he was very divinely and ſpiritually wonderful ; yet in 
regard his outward aſpect and garb appeared to the Worlds Eye mean 
and contemptible, the very Builders themſelves rejeRed that ele& 
and precious cotner-Stone, though to faithful mens eyes and Angels 
diſcovery, vety conſpicuous and glorious: So that our Saviour toward 
his Death applies the Prophecte of David, Pſal.x18.22. unto the then 
Rulers, which refpe&ed both him and them, Matth.2 1.42. ſaying, The 
Stone which the Builders rejefted, i become the Head of the Corner, which 
Wis the Lords own dciog, and was marvellous in the Eyes of men, 
And {o it hath been with the Kingdom of the Stone all along that Kipg- 
mo of Pattence, as we thay, by Gods affittance, ſet down after- 

watds. 

- Now how this Stone it ſelf, in reſpedt of his humane Nature, may be 
obferved ethinently to be cut out of the Mountain by the God of Hea- 
ven, Without hands, was declred alſo as a wonder before he came, by 
the Evanyeljcal P _=—_ Ifaiah; Behold (ſaith he) a Virgin ſhall concerve, 
ard btar a Son, and his Name fhall be Immanuel, God wth us, Iſa.

de ſhewed bimſelf in publick, in preaching the Goſpel of the King- 
dam, declaring how that Kingdom of God was come unto them, name- 
ly, the Kingdom of the Stone, is eahily there obſervable. 

Queſt. Bu: why, may ſome ſay, was the ſpiritwal Kingdoms of Grace cal» 
ted the Kingdom of the Stone ? 

Anſw. FuR, becauſe Chriſt had been promiſed and propheſied of 
long before, under that Name, (as was in part ſhewed before, and 
might by many places of Scripture be made further evident,) Second. 
ly, Some Stones, as the Adamant, are bardes then the four Metals, to 
be bruiſed by it : hence our Saviour ſaith of himſelf, Mat.21.44. #ho- 
ſoever ſhoreld fall ou that Stone, ſhould be broken ; but on whomſoever it 
ſhould fall, it wonld grind bim to powder, And though the Doctrine of 
the (ud Kingdom was ſo powerfully preached by bim (as was acknow- 
ledged by the very Auditors them(clves to be with authority, and not 
85 the Scribes ; alchough be did ſuch and ſo many Miracles as never 
man did ; and though his life was ſo perfe&tly exemplary, who 4d a 

wes well, (as was alſo acknowledged of him) and no evil nor guile 
was.found in bis Mouth, as Gods Spirit witneſſed of him ; and that he 
went about downs good, though ſuffering evil for it : yer it was his meat 
and drink fo todo.his heavenly Fathers will, and to finiſh his work : 
and even ro ſuffer fo as no man ever did,nor all men evercould to that 
end z' yea, how was he ſtraightened until he had fulfilled it? andall 
that was but to lay that Fonndation of that Kingdom of the Stone, 
which b:gan to appear when be was declared by his Reſurre&ion from 
thedead, to be the Son of God, with power, Rows, 1.14. whereupon be 
was ſo owned of his Father, Thos art my Son, this day have 1 begotten 
ther, Pſal:2.7; applied A. 13. 33. & Heb. 1. 5.: and thereupon all 
power'being given to him (as he declared foon after to his Diſciples) 
when he gave them Commiſion to preach the Goſpel, and wherein his 
Divine Power.ſhould chiefly be manifefted in the World, Math.28. 
viz in preaching the Goſpel of the Kingdom, ſaying, (upon that ac- 
count.ot his Divine Power, verſ.

cles, Life, Death and ReſutreRion, ſo negleRed, oppoſed, gain-ſaid, 

rſecuted, in all Chriſt was, did, and ſuffered, ſo accompliſhed and 
publiſhed in the World, the Rulers believed not on him, but hindred 
others that would : and though many Prophecies had been fulfilled all 
thattime in and by Chriſt, and he had foretold many others to be ful. 
filled by the Worlds wicked aRings and proceedings againſt him, and 
to be fulfilled upon them for their ſo doing, in the ruine of that Peo- 
ple, their City and Nation; yet by their infidelity and wickedneſs, 
they brought on the accompliſhment thereof upon themſelves : and 
though his Do&rine was acknowledged to be ſuch as never was taught, 
and his Miracles ſuch as never were wrought by any other,and nothing 
was found in his Life or Death that juſtly could be proved againſt him; 
yet all was diſregarded and rejeRed by the moſt of men living in his 
time. If it was acknowledged at one time, be did all things well; ano- 
ther time he was judged a drunken and a gluttonous man, a friend of Pub- 
licans and Sinners : it one time his DoGrine ſeemed Divine and Pow- 
erful, another time he was eſteemed as one that deceived the People : 
if at one time he be acknowledged to have done many wonderful and 
powerful Miracles, he is again traduced that he caſt out Devils through* 

Beelzebub the Prince of Devils : if by ſome he be Riled the Son of Da-

-to him in-Heaven and-Earth, and he had given Commiſſion to his' A- 
-poſtles to _ the DoQrine of the Kingdom, and to others ſuc- 
_ceedivg under the firſt Seal, Rev.6, Firſt, the Apoſtles went out with- 
t any worldly power ; and though they were indued with Power

world even then Rood up againſt them, whilft they that were un- 
learned before ſpake miracles of Rrange languages; and which was 
more miraculous, they heard them when there was ſo many (as the 
Text witneſfleth) of ſtrange Nations which heard them, every one peak 
in their own language the wonderful works of God, yet even then they ſay 
blaſphemouſly of this wonderful work of God, | Theſe men are fall of 
new Wine: ) They hear of their miracles,but they ſeek to'ſuppreſs them 
for we (ſay the Rulers ) prevail nothing, theſy men do many miraclts : 
And they not only do not own their Doctrine, and not help'to pro- 
mote it, but lay hold upon them and impriſon them for preaching of 
it : and this did not only befal them amongſt the Jews at Feruſalem, 
but in all places were they were ſent, as the Story of the As of the 
Apoſtles, and other Writers of the Primitive times manifeſt, 

Again ; The ſucceeding Primitive Chriſtians, both Teachers and 
Profeſlors of the Golpel of Chriſt, were not only not owned and en- 
couraged by the Potentates and great men of theworld : But the great 
Red Dragon had gotten ſuch ſtrong poſſeſſion of the higheſt ſeat of 
worldly Authority 1n the Rowan Empire at the height of it, having ſo 
mightily engaged them for all ſorts of Heatheniſh Idolatry,' and to 
decline their imbracing of Chriſtianity after ſuch abundant conviction 
of the Divine Excellency of Chrift Feſws the Son of God, that in moſt 
places under that (then moſt ſoveraign earthly Authority) the Officers 
and Magiſtrates were engaged or encouraged to root out Chriftianit 
(if it might be) out of the world; and how for the moſt part they ate 
to that purpoſe, was ſo evident, that (as an Ancient records) it was 

) then obſerved that there was no day in the year whereuparr five thou- 


ſand Martyrs had not ſuffered, fave one in the Calehds of February : 
and what large Volumns have been written of the cruel and mercileſs

odbſervantly converſant in them; and even then,bys Divine' Power 
going along with this perſecuted Goſpel in the Preachers and: Profeſ-.

. ' FPrath of the Lamb, yet there is no fitting of Judgment, 'nor openins 
of Books, which will be at Antichriſt's ruine; when the day of Judg- 
ment will begin ; and as will be at the laſt raine of Goy and AM 
Rev.20, when the laſt accompliſhment of the Judgment follows ups 
on it at the end of the world.

Seventhly, As Judab, after their reducement from captivity, were 
much in an oppreſſed and troubled eſtate, by the three laſt Oppreſſors 
of them ; ſo God ſuits the condition of a finful People, though near 
unto him, anſwerable. to their unworthy walking towards him. 
E:ghthly, As Iſrael and Judab have had (o long time of captivity 
and bondage uader ſo many Oppreſſors ſucceſſively : So thence may 
be obſerved the greatneſs of their provocation, that moved God (0 


| heavily,and ſo long time,by ſuch ſad calamities ſucceſſively to ſcourge 


them, 
Ninhly, As God had'made great and large promiſes of wonderful 


metcy to his People after all the times of their ſufferings were over : 
So he would by the Viſions of Damel let all his fairhful People know 
thathe was mindful to perform them all,though it was very long before 
their deſerved ſufferings would be accompliſhed, . 

Temhbly, As the wonderful excellency and grace of Chriſts King- 
dom on earth hath been anciently recorded, and excellently deſcribed 
by the Spirit of Chriſt in his Prophets, in all times of the Old Teſta- 
ment ſucceflively : So the wonderful bleſſedneſs which the faichful 
hall enjoy in that Rate, will prove worth patient waiting for, when 

* it ſhall be enjoyed by them, : 

Elevembly, As the Gentile Chriſtians were ſurrogated in the 
zoom of the rebellious Fews, when they were cat off; So obſerve, 
Thar long enjoyment of Gods mercie, if it be abuſed, is far from en- 
tailing it upon any P2ople ; and, that no People have been ſo eſtran-

Fourteenthly, As the fierceneſs' of Gods wrath declared from his 
Word will be ſhortly executed upon Antichrift and his followers in
